Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims'! -3, 5, 9, 10, 13, 27-29, 33, and 38-39 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Koontz (US 6,022,902). The rejection was discussed in the 
prior Office Action, except for claim 1 1 that is now inserted in claim 1 . the flow rate 
limitation in claim 1 can be calculated from the disclosure of the patent, that teaches 
operating the process at a seem of 125-135 (column 13, lines 41-49); the application 
time depending on the properties of the material treated is disclosed in this patent (table 

3. column 21), therefore the factor Sccm/min can be calculated from the provided dated. 

3. Claims 8,12,1 6-21 , 23-25, 40, 42, 44, 46 remain objected as indicated in the 
previous Office Action. 

4. An amendment to add any of the objected claims into claim 1 was proposed to 
Ellen Winner on 10/14/08; however, agreement was not reached.
